APPEAL AGAINST COMMITTAL 
ORDER. 


MR. dUSTICE JOHNSTON AND MR, 
dUSTICE HANNA.) 


In the matter of John O'Neill, formerly 
of Templescue, White's Cross, and now. al 
(Charch Hill, Glanmire, County Cork, re- 
tired farmer. a bankrupt, 

Peter O'Neill, Church Hill, Glanmire, 
appealed against the order made by Circuit 
Judge Kenny, in Cork, committing him for 
contempt of court. 

The appeal was brought on law and fact 
on the grounds: (1) That the Circuit Judge 
misdirected himself in Jaw in holding that 
it was not necessary to have endorsed on the 
order alleged to be disobeyed an endorsement 
in accordance with the rules, when the same 
was served on the defendant; (2) That the 
Circuit Judge misdirected himself in holding 
that there was evidence establishing that the 
order was served in accordance with the 
rules regulating such service; (5) That there 
was not any evidence of service of any 
properly endorsed order; (4) That the notice 
of motion grounding the application to 
commit was defective in so far as it did not 
urport to show that the application was 
ased on an affidavit of service of an order 
of the court. : 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., Mr. J. A. McCarthy 
and Mr. F. B. Vaughan Buckley (instructed 
by Messrs. W. F. O'Connor and Co.) 
appeared fof the appellant; and Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, K.C., and Mr. M. Walker (instructed 
by Messrs. Henry I. F. Donegan and .Son) 
for the Assignee in Local Bankruptcy. 

It appeared that Peter O'Neill, who was 
a brother of the bankrupt, was paid two 
sums of £90 and £180 as wages.

One is that they should 
become thoroughly soaked in it before they 
are immersed in water, and the othér “is 
that the impregnation of butter causes. all 
the unnecessary water which lies in vegetables 
to be given off. Other ingrediegts of soups, 
however, should, in order to preserve their 
proper character, be dipped in water at once. 

he following is a typical French recipe 
for a thick soup :— 

Potage a la Grande Mére—Cut into small 
pieces a few onions, potatoes, button onions 
and sticks of celery. Place them in a 
casserole in which a large piece of butter 
has previously been melted. Add a few table- 
spoonsful of water and salt. Then cook for 
& while before adding two pints of water, or 
whatever amount seems necessary, When the 
soup is half-cooked add a little milk which 
has heen thickened with flour, and some 
cooked leaves of spinach. A quarter of an 
hour before serving add a pint of milk and 
a pinch of pearl barley Thick soups of this 
description are very suitable for fast days. . 

Another soup that can be made at this 
time of year is artichoke soup, and the recipe 
for this is very simple. 

Twelve large artichokes, which have been 
previously cooked for a few minutes in boil- 
ing water, should then be fried in butter, 
pounded: in a mortar, and then cooked in 
milk and water which has been thickened 
with flour. Put it in the oven for a few 
minutes. 

All these soups should cook slowly.

DR. CHARLOTTE BACON'S 
TALE OF PROGRESS. 
Describing | ber. experiences; in China at 
the annual meeting of the Medical Missions 
of the Church Sissioneee poset» at the 
Hall, 35 Molesworth street,’ Dublin, yester- 
day, Dr. Charlotte Bacon, of Kweilin Hospi- 
tal, South China, said that conditions there 
were chaotic. but their) work had Brought 
hope to the hopeless and joy to the sick. 

A great change had taken place im the 
Chinese people since she went out there, 
twenty-one years ago. In the cities, she ssid, 
vou never see a pigtail; nearly all the men 
wear modern dress, and are very particular 
about having their shirts electri ironed. 
Man of them wear peak caps. 

When she went out there first, if a girl 
of the upper classes was ill she was 
brought to the dispensary in a Sedan chair, 


and nobody was allowed in along with* her 
Nowadays each girl came with her young 
man, who deseribed her ailments, or the 
girl described his. All the girls had bobbed 


| hair, and wore dresses to their knees, some- 


thing like those of English girls. The young 
people also showed a wonderful knowled 
of physiology—-evidence that it was taught 


in the schools. 

Sir William J. .Smyly, M.D., who pre 
sided, said that medical mission work had 
made great progress, but their funds did not 
increase in the same proportions.

From all accounts the tax-collectors in 
England nowadays “have no trouble in 
coliecting: their taxes. People are so eager 
to pay that queues are lined up outside 
most of the tax offices. It was not always 
the case that citizens paid their taxes so 
cheerfully, though in these countries, as a 
rule, drastic methods of obtaining taxes 
were seldom necessary. Such was not the 
case in other countries, and in the Barbary 
States, in particular, tax-collectors had 
very special powers for extracting their 
dues. 

In Tunis, for instance, the collectors had 
liberty to apply the bastinado to the soles 
of those who were dilatory payers. In 
fact, they were encouraged to give a sound 
thrashing on the soles of the feet to the 
rank and file of the taxpayers on the 
principle that it would be for the en- 
couragement. of the others who also might 
feel inclined to be slack about payment. 
Thus a taxpayer, who arrived at the 
collector's office with a tale of woe and 
regret at his inability to pay, would be 
removed immediately to the rear of the 
premises and there a slave would be com- 
manded to apply the stick. An old tale 
has it that “ he would thereupon cry out 
at the highest pitch of his voice that he 
will pay all he owes. and generally before 
rising from the ground will draw forth his 
bag and satisfy the collector.’ 


Hard-Worked Currency. 


I have often wondered how many times 
a coin changes ownership in the course of 
its life, to say nothing of the adventures 
which must fall to its lot during the period.

Importance of Pure. Milk 


From Our Sprectat CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Thursday. 


A few weeks ago attention was drawn 
in the Northern Senate to the importance 
of a pure milk supply for the prevention 
of tuberculosis, and the considerations 
then put forward have been supported hy 
the report just issued of Dr. Blythe 
Brooke, the chief tuberculosis medical offi- 
cer for County Antrim. In the course 
of a comprehensive review of the year 
which has closed, Dr. Brooke says that 
the iwmortality from this cause in that 
county is lower than in most other areas 
of Northern freland, and lower than the 
average ratios for Northern Ireland and 
the ree State. Nevertheless, it is 
appreciably higher than the general rate 
for England and Wales, and consider- 
ably higher than that of similar rural! 
districts across the water. 

That is a disturbing thought, but Dr. 
Brooke says that the statistics give a 
definite hope that the death-rate from the 
disease will be lowered still further in the 
province. At present the annual death- 
rate irom all forms of tuberculosis in 
County Antrim is 115 per 100,000 of the 

pulation—the number of persons who 

ied during the year being 220. 

It is pointed out that about fifty per 
cent. of the surgical cases of this disease 
are Cue to milk . infection, and these 
figures. may be taken as indicating the 
great need for the elimination of tuber- 
culosis from among cattle and for the pro- 
tection of the community by the com- 
| par pasteurisation of its milk supply.

Why Prohibition Cannot be Achieved.

TEMPERANCE PROBLEM:. 


One must sympathise with reasonable 
claims for temperance reform, but some- 
times demands are made by Belfast 
societies which would encroach on the 
liberties of others. The Northern Govern- 
ment has led the way in temperance legis- 
lation, abolishing the spirit-grocer and 
closing the public-houses on Sundays, 
while «the bona fide traveller is but a 
memory. 

Prohibition is the final aim of the 
Ulster reformers, and at the annual 
meeting of the North Belfast Temper- 
ance Council this week it was stated 
by Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., 
that they would never be satisfied so 
long as a single public-house remained 
open in Northern Ireland. The system of 
licensed clubs has also been criticised. 
and the Government is being urged to 
make the hours of closing the same for 
‘“‘ pubs and clubs ’’—as in the Free Stat» 
—and to bring in fresh legislation to 
tighten restrictions al] round. 

Those who Advocate prohibition forget 
that the Customs and Excise is a reserved 
service, and, even if the Belfast Govern- 
ment ordered every public-house within 
its rurisdiction to be closed, it could not 
prevent alcoholic liquors from being 
brought into the province from Great 
Britain through the post or in any other 
way to private individuals. Prohibition is 
out of the question unless it is adopted by 
the British Government. There is no use 
in tilting at windmills.

Frozen Gold. ~ 

Mr. F. €C, Goodenongh, Chairman of 
Barclay s Bank, Lid., delivered a reasoned 
exposition of the state of the world’s trade 
and finances yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the shareholders. He made 
little secret of the fact that he re- 
garded the problems of gold congestion, 
reparations and tariffs as inter-depen- 
dent. ‘‘ Unless’ some means can be found

| for gold to be circulated more freely,”’ he 


said, ‘‘ it would seem that gold will no 
longer be capable of being put to its 
normal use as a basis of currency and 
credit, and as a measurement of world 
prices.” In such an event the metal must 
lose its value, and the chief sufferers from 
such a fall in the price of gold must be 
the nations which are hoarding it—France 
and the United States. War debts and 
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reparations, in Mr. Goodenough’s view, 
have no commercial value, and, by 
inference, stand condemned accordingly. 
Dealing with their baneful operation in 
respect of international trade balances, he 
was equally definite. The debtor nations 
have been forced to “dump” in all 
directions in order to obtain money for 
the payment of their obligations under 
the Versailles Treaty. Payment in goods 
has been refused, and as a result two 
undesirable consequences have arisen. 
Gold, representing the basis of all inter- 
national monetary transactions, has 
become concentrated, and the creditor 
nations have been compelled to adopt 
high tariffs. 

The values of British imports and exports 
in 1931 were substantially less than they 
were during the preceding twelve months.

north the three Basque provinces—a 
stronghold of the ancient loyalties—are 
in open revolt; fierce outbreaks, fiercely 
suppressed, have occurred at Bilbao. 
Trade throughout the central and southern 
areas is paralysed by industrial strikes 
and by spasmodic outbursts of pclitical 
fury. Catalonia, though virtually inde- 
pendent of Madrid, is in no better case: 
To-day’s reports state that three towns near 
Barcelona have established a communist 
republic, and that the Russian creed soon 
may make a bid to capture the whole 
country. Sefior Azafia’s Cabinet is making 
frantic efforts to suppress these multi- 
farious revolts by sheer force. Yesterday 
it secured the Cortes’ consent for measures 
of martial law. Troops are being hurried to 
half-a-dozen points, and an ultimatum has 
been issued to the Basque provinces. Strong 
measures, however, can be enforced only 
by a strong and united Government ; and 
the Spanish Government is neither strong 
nor united, Hesitating between the claims 
of the various sections which have put it 
j in power, it enjoys the respect and con- 
fidence of none. Roman Catholics and 
Monarchists, having accepted the Con- 
stitution, demand the protection of the 
law. The anti-Clericals are enraged by 
the increasing activities of the Roman 
Catholics. and clamour for drastic acts 
of suppression. Hitherto the Government, 
taking the line of less resistance, has 
leaned towards the anti-Clericals. It has 
imposed fines on priests and nuns and has 
tolerated the burning of religious houses. 
During the present week it suspended the 
organ, El Debate, which had 
attacked its half-hearted treatment of 
political violence. Now the Government, 
impressed by the formidable growth of 
Roman Catholic and Monarchist resist- 
ance, seems to be shifting slightly towards 
the right. For instance, it had decided. 
im accordance with the Constitution, to 
expel the Jesuits; but it is withholding 
the decree through fear of reactions in 
the Basque provinces. In the meanwhile 
the rival parties are at one another's 
throats in the Cortes, where charges are 
exchanged amid scenes of wild confusion. 
AH the signs seem to portend an early 
and drastic upheaval in Spanish affairs.

CHILDREN AND FILMS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—At a committee meeting of the 
Dublin branch of the Parenis’ National 
Educational Union it was unanimously re- 
solved that exception should be taken to an 
expression used in one of your extremely in- 
teresting articles on the cinema, in which a 
distinction is made between ‘films of 
interest” and “educational films.” We do 
not hold your Special Correspondent re- 
sponsible for this distinction; he was quvuting 
another authority. It is the stery of our 
society—and experience has proved its 
truth—that things educational are of intense 
interest to children if these are presented te 
them im the right way and at the right 
stage of their development, and if their taste 
has not been vitiated by misguided treat- 
ment on the rt of those who ought to 
know better. Children. have naturally a keen 
intelligence and great powers of observation. 
They also have an intense craving for in- 
formation on most subjects that come in 
their way. H suitable mental nourishment 
is offered to them. they will seize upon it 
with avidity and will thrive. upon it; but, if 
it is made unpalatable—if _ educationists 
deliberately eliminate the sugar which nature 
intended to have mingled with the children’s 
portion—then we need not be surprised if 
they turn away from the medicated meals 
prepared for them and develop a desire for 
unwholesome sweets. 

Is it necessary to organise a society for the 
taking of childven to see edycaiional films’ 
Is time usefully spent in teaching a tront 
to swim’? The children go to the cinema in 
shoals, as it is. The difficulty would be to 
keep them away from it. Why should not 
all the films provided for them be educa- 
tional—and that is .to say, the kind of 
pictures they really like to see’ The poor 
things are given very little chance of choosing 
for eat ating “f eat what I’m gave, and 

go where I'm took,” said a small child 
once. Why should we not give them what 
is wholesome and take them where they will 
come to no harm? Jt would be interesting 
to know who first started the idea that 
children. enjoy looking at sentimental love- 
scenes and pictures representing the under- 
world in great cities. It must have been 
scme one who neither knew nor cared any- 
thing about children. In an inquiry held 
recently by the Birkenhead Vigilance Com- 
mittee it was found that out of [440 picture- 
going children only 17 voted for pictures 
that had to de with love and romance. and 
enly 68 wished for detective. gangster and 
crime pictures, Most of them preferred 
pictures of travel and adventure. and who 
will say that pictures of travel and adventure 
are not educational’? 

Why should not all parents and teachers, 
with every one who is interested in the 
development of children’s minds, combine to 
insist that all films presented to the young 
should be of a kind that appeals to their 
naturally good taste and to their naturally 
quick intelligence ’—Yours. etc., ;

tion fee of £3 and sealing fee of £1. The 
next fee payable before the expiration of the 
fourth year and im respect of the fifth year 
is £3 15s., the amounts t increasinz 
annually by fifteen shillings and being pay- 
able annually. The maximum payment 1s 
£12 in ie ig of the sixteenth year 

It will seen that the official payments 
are on the “ instalment system,” as the 
learned judge suggests they should be. Any 
other payments in connection with the grant 
of a monopoly are to the patent agem cr
